THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

Only  light  supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  available  on  the 
Liverpool  market  on  Wednesday,  January  9,  because  of  the  delay  in  the 
arrival  of  the  steamers  from  New  York,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr. 
Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    No  barreled 
stock  from  the  United  States  was  quioted  for  the  Liverpool  market  but 
quotations  quoted  for  the  London  market  are  considerably  higher  than 
those  quoted  for  Liverpool  last  week. 

^^^^^^^^  Imperials  in  London  ranged  from  $6.57  to  $7.06  for 

U.S.  No.  1,  2^  inch  stock  as  compared  with  $6.33  to  $6.81  paid  for  sim- 
ilar fruit  in  Liverpool  last  week.    New  York  Rhode  Island  Oreenings  ranged 
from  $8.03  to  $8.27  in  London  for  U.  S.  No.   1,  2|  inch  stock  as  against  the 
Liverpool  range  last  week  of  $6.57  to  $6.81.    Quotationsin  London  on  other 
barreled  stock  were  from  50  cents  to  $1.50  higher  than  the  prices  paid  in 
Liverpool  last  week  for  corresponding  grades  and  sizes.    Recent  arrivals  of 
Virginia  Yorks  are  showing  a  large  amount  of  scald,  according  to  Mr.  Smith. 

The  Liverpool  auction  supplies  of  boxed  ap^^les  on  Wednesday  were 
also  very  light  but  supplies  afloat  are  liberal,  according  to  Mr.  Smith, 
prices  cabled  on  boxed  stock  show  a  material  advance  over  those  quoted
